Perhaps Marshall Has Outsmarted Russians 


Lend-Lease Debt Talks Open Way To Old Score 


F. C. C. May Be Probed By Republicans 


Special to Central Press 
WASHINGTON, April 29.—Secretary' of State George Marshall is beilevfd 
to have outsmarted the Russians in getting them to agree to the be­ 
ginning of talks on settlement of their $11,100,000,000 lend-lease account. 
When talks were originally proposed a year ago, the United States 
acted in connection with the Russian application for a one billion dollar 
loan from this country. 
The American State department took the position that the loan could 
be discussed only along with the settlement of all outstanding financial 
problems. 
What was not mentioned was the fact that among these problems vas 
the old question of the Soviet regime honoring the debts of its preceding 
Czarist government. 
The failure of the Communist government to pay individual Americans 
for property seized under Communist decrees was the sole reason the 
United States waited so long to recognize the Lenin »-Stalin regime. 
Now if tiie Russians were again to bring up the loan proposition in 
the lend-lease talks, the United States could also bring up the settlement 
of old debts. 
The old debts, of course, are a matter Moscow is believed less ready 
to talk about now than it was before the war.

proclamations, is in the pattern of 
Hitler. 
Braden believes -he has the back­ 
ing of President Truman and Sec­ 
retary Marshall for his policy.

Braden goes out, it will be a fairly 
clear signal that the pro-PeronLst> 
both in and out of government, 
have won a victory.

WHAHT DR. POLIXX’K THINKS 
Howr many people are there in 
New 
Castle 
who 
remember 
Dr. 
Janies K. Pollock, who is now a 
professor of political science at the 
University of Michigan? , 
Well, Dr. Pollock was bom in 
New Castle. He went through the 
public schools in Newf Castle and, 
I believe, started with his father 
to practice medicine and then “lit 
out, and finally w'ound up, as I 
have mentioned, as a teacher of po­ 
litical science in one of America h 
great institutions cM earning. 
Now, I do not know Dr. Pollock, 
so I cannot give his reasons for 
being interested in Germany, but 
after the end of the war he spent 
more than a year in Germany, came 
home for awhile, and th'en went 
back to see how7 things were going. 
Know Little Of Germany 
There are very few of us who 
know anything about what is go­ 
ing on in postwar Germany. We 
get some of our impressions from 
young soldiers, who may not see 
very much of the situation 
and 
hardly know7 how to compare it 
with either the past or with the 
possibilities; or we hear about Ger­ 
many from some two-weeks touring 
columnist; or from somebody who 
doe n't like General Clay If you 
don’t know who Clay is; he is in 
charge of the American forces in 
that part of Germany under our 
dominion just now*; or- well, we 
jus: get what Oscar Levant so apth 
calls “a smattering ot ignorance.” 
Now, Dr, Pollock should be pretty 
well informed. He combines excel­ 
lent 
theoretical 
knowledge 
with 
practical experience in the field. He 
says most criticism of our activities 
m Germany Is not properly aimed 
—it results from matters over which 
w’c have no control. Obviously, he 
says the division of Germany into 
four airtight compartments, each 
run by a different nation with dif­ 
ferent ideas o! how7 it should be 
done, makes things very7 difficult. 
Gradual merging of the American 
and British zones wall help some, 
he believes, and of course tiie uni­ 
fication of control ol all four zones 
would be better. 
The 
American zone 
alone, he 
says, has seen much real democracy 
practiced. The purge of Nazis Is veiy 
genuine and the German courts 
have seized on the chance to clean 
house with considerable vigor. Top- 
level Nazis are eligible to do only 
manual labor now. Ordinary Nazis 
(classified as “followers’ ) are free 
to do whatever work they can, but 
have limited citizenship rights un­ 
til they have demonstrated that 
they are good citizens. The German 
governments which are functioning 
in the three States in the American 
zone are doing very wrell, Dr. Pol­ 
lock thinks.

The best indication of tins is the 
healthy rebellion of the State legis­ 
latures against 
attempts of 
the 
executives to do

consulting them. It is too much to 
say. perhaps, that the Germans in 
our zone are really converted to

BACK TO CENSORSHIP 
Not all of the departing Foreign Ministers’ delega­ 
tions had left when the old stifling Russian censorship, 
suspended as to the Big Four Conference during its ses­ 
sions, cracked dov 7 at Moscow, Even a press dispatch 
that the censorship was in effect was held up. 
Of course restoration of the Soviet’s hard boiled 
restrictions 011 all news out of Russia had been anticipated. 
Josef Stalin himself recently told former Governor Stas- 
sen that Russia can’t get along without it. 
T h at’s a pretty sorry admission for the head of any 
government to make because it carries with it the cer­ 
tainty that the Soviet dictatorship has things to hide 
from tin* rest of the world and can’t afford to let the 
Russian people know what is going on in oilm- nations. 
Virtually all informed commentators agree that the 
Russian censorship—the ‘ ‘ Iron Curtain” — has played a 
major part in building up mistrust of tin* Soviet Govern­ 
ment and of its motives in world affairs. 
The Kremlin couldn’t do better for itself than to 
abolish the censorship entirely— if it really wants Am er­ 
icans and others to “ understand the Russians” and their 
viewpoint.

The question arose in the in ter­ 
pretation of an insurance policy on 
the life of Capt. M ervyn S. Bennion, 
skipper of the W est Virginia, who 
was one of the first casualties of 
the Dec. 7, 1941. attack. 
The $10,000 policy issued by the 
New York Life Insurance Co.. pro­ 
vided 
for 
double 
indem nity 
for 
death from injury unless the injury 
resulted from war. 
The tenth circuit court of appeals 
ruled th a t Bennion's heirs were e n ­ 
titled only to the face value of the 
policy since he was killed in the 
war. 
The heirs based their appeal to 
the high court on the ground th at 
the state of w ar did not officially 
begin until the joint resolution of 
congress declaring a state of war to 
exist at 4:10 p m. on Dec. 8, 1941.

Bissell’s suicide ended a seven- 
week search for him.

SAFETY NECESSARY IN USING 
TRACTOR 


The tractor, hailed as a boon for j 
speeding up operations on about one j 
j half of Lawrence county's farms, ! 
can be a great asset, but only so 
long a* it is operated with care. In j 
1946 at least two men were killed in 
tractor accidents in Lawrence coun­ 
ty. 
Several others were severely 
injured, some of them crippled for 
life. 
Records show that, more farm ac­ 
cidents are connected with trae:ors 
than any othei piece of machinery, 
and the 1947 tractor accident loll 
may be high unless the operators 
exercise care in their operation and 
are on the alert constantly. 
Principal causes of accidents to 
tractor operators include overturn­ 
ing, lulling from or being thrown 
from the tractor, unguarded power 
; take-off shields, fire and fumes, and 
improper cranking. 
Timely servic­ 
ing of any farm equipment before 
field 
work 
s t a r t s 
reduces 
field 
breakdowns and contributes to acc^ 
dent prevention. 
The main safety rule for operat­ 
ing tractors in the field is “just 
good common sense. 
Yon can’t af­ 
ford to gamble the loss of a limb or 
life by operating without the power 
take-off shields in place. Cranking 
a tractor while in gear is another 
dangerous way to start the day’s 
work. Driving tractors too close to 
the edge of ditches or a* high speeds 
can hurry a trip to the hospital. 
Jumping off a tractor while it is in 
motion is another way to invite an 
accident.
